empower the directors to make 
or 
alter such by-laws; deny stockholders 
any right to manage the corporation 
or assist in the control of its affairs; 
permit the election as directors, per­ 
sons who are not in good faith stock­ 
holders or financially interested in the 
welfare of the corporation.” 
The Farm ers’ Finance Corporation 
was organized in Delaware last July, 
with a capital stock of more than 
$100,000,000, according to information 
received 
by Commissioner

The stock in the concern consists of 
21 shares
